One Killed as C47 Military 
Plane Bellycrashes in Field 
BIG SPRINGS. Tex. — (UPC - A 
C47 m ilitary plane carrying eight 
passengers crashed just after tak­ 
ing off from Webb Air Force Base 
early today, killing one of the men 
in a freakish manner. The other 
seven escaped serious injury. 
Four of th i passengers w e r e

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. — flJPI) — 
Gov. Orval Faubus appeared to­ 
day to have m aneuvered the U.S. 
Supreme Court into a ^pot where 
il may not decide on integration 
in Little Rock's Central High un­ 
til after the school has opened 
with white students only. 
A special session of the Arkan­ 
sas Legislature was set to recess 
today after voting Faubus person­ 
al power to close Central if it is 
faced with Negro integration. 


THE LAWMAKERS also passed 
a bill delaying C entral's opening 
until Sept. 15. Chief Justice Earl 
W arren announced late Thursday 
the Supreme Court would meet 
again Sept. 11 for a full hearing 
on the integration crisis in Little 
Rock. 
But Faubus signed neither bill 
into law. And it appeared he 
might delay doing so indefinitely 
which is possible so long as the 
Legislature is technically still in 
special session. 


•‘UNTIL I SIGN the bill which 
provides for the opening of the 
school on Sept. 15, the school 
opening will be in the hands of 
the school board,” Faubus told a 
press conference. 
“ You can ask them when school 
will open.” 
The school board already has 
announced Little Rock schools will 
open on Sept. 8. three days before 
the next Supreme Court hearing 
FAUBUS’ ACTION put square­ 
ly on the hot seat School Super­ 
intendent Virgil T. Blossom with 
whom the governor has feuded 
since last September. 
B l o s s o m , in Washington for 
Thursday s c o u r t session, an­ 
nounced the board would m e et 
Monday in Little Rock to consider 
the date of Central’s opening. He 
would not say what recom m enda­ 
tion he would make to the board. 


WARREN SAID In announcing 
the delay the court had assuran­ 
ces Central would not open until 
Sept. 15. But it was learned m em ­ 
bers of the hoard and their attor­ 
neys claimed none of them gave 
the court any “assurance” about 
the date.

Trial Master 
Water Suit 
Takes 
Under 
Colorado River 
Advisement 


SAN FRANCISCO «W -A small 
moustachioed New York attorney 
today took under advisement the 
Colorado River water suit in the 
opening of a new chapter of a 
bitter feud that has troubled the 
American southwest for half a 
century. 
Simon H. Rifkind, a Russian- 
born former federal judge who is 
now a law partner of Adlai Stev­ 
enson, must decide how to divide 
the w ater of the Colorado's lower 
basin among five slates and the 
U. S. Government. 


AT ONE TIME the battle for 
precious water in the arid South­ 
west was waged with Springfield 
rifles and Colt pistols. But in the 
past two years it was fought in a 
quiet San Francisco courtroom by 
attorneys arm ed with reams of 
legal briefs. 
The suit was filed by Arizona 
agaiiist California six years ago 
in the U. S. Suprem e Court be­ 
cause the dispute was between 
states. New Mexico. Nevada. Utah 
and the U. S. Government also 
are parties to the case. 


THE HIGH TRIBUNAL has no 


time to hear such lengthy pro­ 
ceedings so it appointed Rifkind to 
conduct the trial as special m as­ 
ter. 
The 57-year-old attorney presid­ 
ing at the trial and now begins 
sudying more than eight million 
words of testimony and 4.000 ex­ 
hibits. When he reaches a decision 
—not expected for at least a year 
—he will make a recommendation 
to the U. S. Suprem e Court. 
Th Colorado originates in Rocky 
Mountain National Park. Colo., 
and buzz-saws through 1.360 miles 
of desert wasteland of seven states 
and Mexico, draining into the head 
of the Gulf of California. 
Its 
watershed blankets 252,000 square 
miles. 


THE QUARREL BEGAN early 
in the century when a group of 
Southern Californians tapped the 
river to irrigate what eventually 
became 630 000 acres of the Im ­ 
perial Valley of California. What 
was once desert now is farmland 
with an assessed valuation of 
eight billion dollars. 
When men moved into the Ari­ 
zona desert, they, too, passion 
ately panted w ater. But the Cali­ 


fornians were drawing from the 
river faster than the infant state 
of Arizona could. 
Feelings ran high. At one time 
Arizona called out its national 
guard for six months to delay at 
gunpoint U. S. Government con­ 
struction of Parker Dam, which 
serves Los Angeles. 


IN 1922, SEVEN states drafted 
the Colorado River Compact in an 
attempt to divide the available 
water. Arizona eventually signed 
the compact, but fought its vague­ 
ness in the courts, losing twice. 
In its newest suit. 
Arizona 
sought clear title to 3 800.000 acre 
feel of the Colorado plus the water 
of the Gila River system , a tribu­ 
tary of the Colorado The latter 
amounts to between 1,000.000 and 
1.800 000 acre feet. 
• 
If Arizona wins. California would 
lose to per cent of the 5.363.000 
annual acre feet it claim s. This 
would equal the annual domestic 
consumption of New York City. 


ARIZONA WANTS the w ater in 
order to permit construction of 
the billion dollar Central Arizona 
iProject, which up to now has been 


turned down by Congress for lack 
of sufficient water rights. 
A part from these factors, the 
suit involves several wide-ranging 
precedents on which the court m ay 
rule. 
It could be held illegal to “ap­ 
propriate ’ water from navigable 
stream s. This would throw in 
doubt rights of farm ers of 17 
states which now rest on “the 
doctrine of appropriation.” 


INDIAN TRIBES may be held 
to have prior rights to vast quan­ 
tities of water already put to use 
in cities, farms and factories. 
Upper Basin states — Colorado. 
New Mexico. Nevada. Utah and 
Wyoming—could all be held re­ 
sponsible for providing 1,500 000 
annual acre feet to satisfy a U.S. 
treaty obligation with Mexico. 
Another possibility i* that judi­ 
cial approval-might be given a 
method of managing reservoir 
storage which conceivably could 
make power generation in the 
Upper Basin economically im ­ 
possible. It has been charged that 
such a method would bankrupt the

The Nationalist Defense Minis­ 
try said the Reds hurled a 7,100- 
round bombardment early in the 
day at the sm all islands of Tatan 
and Ehrtan in the Quemoy group, 
which controls the entrance to the 
Communist port of Amoy.

Law Must Be Strengthened

It will come as a «hock to most con­ 
scientious and law abiding citizens to 
learn th at one seventh of t h e autom o­ 
bile ow ners and drivers of California 
arc not com plying with th e ao-called 
com pulsory Stale Auto Insu ran ce Act. 


This m eans th a t of the» millions of 
car o w ners and o perato rs in California, 
some hundreds of th o usands a r e driving 
on tlie public high w ays w ith o u t ade­ 
quate insurance protection to c o v e r 
losses and dam age in the event tney be­ 
come involved in a collision o r serious 


accident. 
Statistics show t h a t a p rep on derant 
percentage of these u n insured drivers 
are w ithout sufficient personal p roperly 
or financial means to levy u p on for col­ 
lection of dam ages if and w h e n found 
at fault in a collision, which is th e very 
thing the Insurance Act was designed to 


prevent. 
This situation should not be allowed 


to continue. 
Three 
things are 
patent 
to 
bring 
about correction an d complete compli­ 


ance. 
First, the law' m u st be strengthened 
and all evasive fe a tu re s elim inated to

for die effective p u rp ose of elim inating

unin sured 
vehicle or operato r 
frorp th e highw ays. 
B ecause of th e g ro w in g num bers of 
m otorists who a re failing lo com ply 
with th e A uto I n su ra n c e Act, a S ta le 
legislative co m m ittee is currently hold­ 
ing investigative h e a rin g s on the prob ­ 


lem. It is lo be h oped t h a t their findings 
and re co m m en d atio n s to th e law m akers 
of California will resu lt in the adoption 
of such positive an d effective am en d ­ 
m ents to the law at th e next legislative 
session. 
Not even one u n in su re d c a r or driver 
should be p erm itted to use the highways 
of California at th e im m in en t risk of 
destroy in g th e p ro p e rty and even the 
lives of o u r law ab id in g citizens.

Gardening in the Desert 


The w eather w e \e been enjoy­ 
ing!?) these 
last three m onths 
has certainly not been conducive 
to diligent gardening. Most of the 
am ateur gardeners have languid­ 
ly accomplished all that is really 
necessary 
to keep their plants 
alive until late September when 
the changing weather will bring 
forth the old zest and fervor that 
will result in plantings that will 
eventually be his pride and joy— 
we hope. 


The 
newcomer, 
who 
has 
to 
start from scratch, has a lot of 
hard work ahead of him. To him 
will come t he 
back - breaking 
chores of preparing the s a n d y 
soil, digging out the debris and 
fertilizing the 
soil 
In 
previous 
editions of the daily Desert Sun 
we have explained the method by 
which he can best accomplish 
aims. We can assure him it will 
not be an easy accomplishment. 
If in four years he has a garden 
and lawn that he and his b e s t 
friends can look on with great 
pride he has accomplished some­ 
t h i n g that few 
am ateurs 
can 
boast of. 


Among the plants that we have 
not yet mentioned is the Yellow 
Oleander. Thevetia Nereifolia. its 
horticultural 
nam e, 
has 
foliage 
siniil ir t< dwarf ha nboo. t is not 
as hardy as the everyday Olean­ 
der. but should be rooted in soil 
that is sim ilar to the soil in which 
the latter is planted. To protect 
it from cold soil and peatmoss 
‘damp* should 
be piled around 
the trunk In freezing or n e a r 
freezing weather. From summer 
until after Christm as its showy 
yellow trum pet flower will more 
than repay the money and time 
spent on its growth 
A flower that seems to be los­ 
ing its popularity somewhat but 
une that is still worthy of note 
is the Periwinkle 
Better known 
around the desert as Vinca it is 
easy to handle. It comes in sev­ 
eral colors, is often 
planted 
in 
long narrow beds between a walk 
and the building. It 
grows 
fast 
and blooms first year, is inex­ 
pensive and m ay be obtained at 
local nurseries 
in three colors: 
lavender, white, and rose, each 
with red center. Whether planted 
in sun or shade makes little dif­ 
ference. but don't stint the water 
if you want abundant growth. 
The common Oleander »\erium 
Oleander» may he seen in almost 
every garden and street in the 
occunied desert 
It 
is 
officially 
credited with blooming from May 
to November but we have noted 
blooms in almost every month in 
the year. It may be seen as dec­ 
orating high walls, doing duty as 
a thick hedge, and accomplishing 
the chores of a good wind-break. 
It seems not to be hungry; re­ 
quires little fertilizer, but once a 
year requires bone m eal. It grows 
as high as 20 feet but should be 
pruned to the height that is best 


suited to the general appearance 
of its surroundings. If >ou are not 
rushed for tim e it may be grown 
from slips but large bushes can 
easily be 
transplanted. 
Changes 
in weather or dry periods seem 
to make little difference 
in its 
growth but it should have a max­ 
imum of sunshine. Aphids seem 
to consider oleander a good feed­ 
ing ground but, in most instances 
these may be washed 
off t h e 
plant with a strong hose spray. 
However, should they continue to 
be a nuisance a monthly spray 
of nicotine sulphate will eliminate 
these pests.
